Woes Dwindle 


Cleveland, Ohio UP) — With 


heavy rains helping, Negro 
ministers sought Sunday night 
to stabilize a shaky racial 
peace by meeting with slum 
residents in the riot-struck 
East Side — patroled by Na- 
tional Guardsmen and police. 


"We are 
hopeful — very 


hopeful," said the Rev. James 
Redding, a social worker in 
the East Side where violence 
erupted seven days ago, leav- 
ing four dead, more than 50 
injured and heavy property 
damage. 


"We are trying to get to 


the persons who can stop 
this," said the Rev. Mr. Red- 
ding, who was at a meeting 
in the riot area. "We have 
been 
fortunate 
enough 
to 


make contact." 


Blame City 


At another meeting, the 


Iblame for the violent out- 
breaks was laid in the city 
administration. One speaker, 
Mrs. 
Daisy Graggett who 


heads a community council 
group in the area, said var- 
ious governmental programs 
had poured millions into the 
slums but the money had not 
"filtered down to the people 
who need it most."

Create Tragedy 


Seoul, Korea (ffh-Twenty-one 


persons, including eight mem- 
bers of one family in Seoul, 
perished this weekend as a re- 


' suit of continuing heavy rains 
in South Korea, the national 
flood committee announced to- 
day. It listed the toll in more 
\than a week of persistent rain 
and flooding at 47 dead, 15 
missing, 33 injured and 37,800 
homeless. The family in Seoul 
was trapped in a flood-induced 
landslide while sleeping.

"This is one beautiful rain," 


said Deputy Police Inspector 
Lewis G. Coffcy. "It looks as 
If our Sunday prayers have 
been answered."

A 
group of children clustered 
around a soldier to look at his 
bayonet.

A Negro woman was grazed 


by a bullet when a Guards- 
man fired on a truck bearing 
down on another soldier. One 
shot was fired when the driv- 
er refused to halt at a block- 
ade. 


Jeep Mirror Hit 


A sniper shot shattered a 


sideview mirror on a jeep in 
the early morning hours. Po- 
liceman chased a man with a 
gun. 


Guardsmen returned f i r e 


from a wooded area but the 
sniper was not found. 


"We only fired eight rounds 


all night," Stewart said. 


Three men were arrested 


when caught making fire- 
bombs under the porch of an 
abandoned house. Police said 
the men had the usual ma- 
terial—bottles for the gasoline 
and rags for the wicks. 


MARINES BATTERED 
...Two Companies Hit By Intense Communist Fire 


Saigon (*) — North Vletna 


mese army regulars contin- 
ued haras§lng tactics over- 
night on embattled U.S. Ma 
rines near the demilitarized 
zone separating the two Viet 
Nams, the U.S. command re- 
ported Monday. Two Leather 
neck companies were reported 
hit hard by the enemy in the 
area Sunday and were under 
intense fire at nightfall. 


The command s a i d the 


Hanoi regulars broke off di- 
rect contact at nightfall and 
only light contact and red 
sniper fire was reported by 
units of the U.S. 5th Marines 
overnight. 


The status of the two em- 


battled M a r i n e companies 
was not immediately clear. 


But before dark, the Hanoi 


regulars pounded the t w o 
units with intense fire from 
the thick jungles three miles 
south of the buffer zone. The 
enemy fire drove off Leather- 
neck helicopters t r y i n g to 
reach the w o u n d e d and 
blocked a reinforcement at- 
tempt. One of the companies 
was reported to h a v e suf- 
fered heavy casualties. 


"I've got a lot of dead Ma- 


rines up here and a lot of 
wounded," a Marine company 
commander radioed to his bat- 
talion headquarters. 


As the Marines battled near 


the 17th Parallel, the 
U.S. 


command reported the loss of 


a Navy Sky hawk to ground 
fire Sunday over North Viet 
Nam about 80 miles northwest 
of Dong Hoi. The pilot balled 
out and was rescued from the 
Gulf of Tonkin, the command 
said. 


The U.S. plane was the 12th 


reported shot down in t h e 
past eight days and the 308th 
officially listed as lost over 
the communist north. 


Elsewhere, 
Vietnamese 


forces claimed 47 Viet Cong 
killed In two operations in 
South Viet Nam, one In Klen 
Giang Province 120 m i l e s 
southwest of Saigon and the 
other in Tay Nlnh Province 
near the Cambodian border. 


In Saigon, the venerable 


Thien Hoa became temporary 
rector of the Buddhist Lay 
Institute. He replaced moder- 
ate leader the venerable Tarn 
Chau, who resigned for health 
reasons after playing a key 
role in solving differences be- 
tween Buddhists and the mili- 
tary government of Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky. 


The U.S. command, des- 


cribing over-all Marine losses 
near the 6-mile-wide buffer 
zone as light, said the official 
count of enemy d e a d had 
reached 646. 


The Marines have been try- 


ing to flush out and destroy a 
North Vietnamese division of 
between 8,000 and 10,000 men 
believed to have s l i p p e d 


across the demilitarized zone 
from the north. About 5,000 
U.S. Marines are participat- 
ing in the operation which be- 
gan 10 days ago. 


With one company of Ma- 


rines under heavy fire, a sec- 
ond Marine company was sent 
to reinforce, but a communist 
ambush pinned it down about 
1,000 yards from the scene of 
the initial attack. 


Involved were India and Ki- 


lo Companies of the 5th Ma- 
rines' 3rd Battalion taking 
part In Operation Hastings, 
which is designed to flush out 
and destroy a North Vietna- 
mese division of b e t w e e n 
8,000 and 10,000 men believed 
to have slipped across the de- 
militarized zone f r o m the 
north. 


Associated P r e s s corres- 


pondent G e o r g e Esper re- 
ported from near the fighting 
zone south of the demilitar- 
ized zone that the Marines' 
India Company came under 
m o r t a r and machine gun 
attacks around noon. He said 
the fighting continued into the 
night with Kilo Company still 
pinned down almost within 
shouting distance of I n d i a 
Company. 


A radio report received at 


headquarters of the 3rd bat- 
talion said one platoon 
of 


India Company had suffered 
more than 50% casualties. 
Over-all 
Marine 
casualties 


were reported light. 


Even after nightfall, Marine 


helicopters were unable to 
reach the embattled Marine 
outfit because of the intense 
enemy fire. 


Market Nations OK 
Single Farm Policy 


Brussels, Belgium WV-Pro 


spects for the Kennedy round 
of world trade talks b r i g h t - 
ened Sunday as ministers of 
the six European Common 
Market nations hammered out 
agreement on completing a 
single farm policy. 


After haggling for 13 hours, 


the ministers signed an accord 
as dawn broke over Brussels. 
The package deal, which has 
been a p o i n t of dispute for 
months, will pool the farm In 
tercsts of the six partners- 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Holland, Belgium and Luxem 
bourg. 


In completing their single 


farm policy, the six finally 
agreed on market organiza- 
tions for their most contro- 
versial commodities: f r u i t s 
and vegetables, and d a i r y 
products and sugar. 


Satisfied 


The ministers expressed sat- 


isfaction with the results. But 
t h e r e was little jubilation 
abuuL what they viewed more 
as a compromise than an ac- 
cord. 


"It is not ideal," French 


agriculture minister E d g a r 
Faure told newsmen. "But it 
was better to accept the deal 
than to continue negotiations 
for many more months." 


West Germany's minister of 


agriculture Rudolf Hoecherl 
called the agreement "bear- 
able." 
F i n a l agreement was de- 


layed by a dispute between 
Italy and Holland over fruit 
and vegetables.

Rebates Allowed 


The ministers finally agreed 


t h a t national governments 
would be allowed to pay ex- 
port rebates for fruit and 
vegetables. These r e b a t e s 
could be increased if import 
taxes were charged on foreign 
markets. This ruling will last 
only until July 1, 1969, after 
which the system of export re- 
bates must be reviewed. 


Under the agreed market 


organization for f r u i t and 
vegetables, 
g o v e r n m e n t s 


would be allowed to p a y 
fruit growers indemnities of 
up to 90^ in case of sur- 
pluses. The six could submit 
the bill for these losses to the 
common farm fund that would 
refund for a total of $60 mill- 
ion a year. 


For sugar, the six agreed 


on production quotas for each 
country 
and a 
guaranteed 


price of $17 per 100 kilos (220 
pounds) for sugar beet. If 
production exceeds the pro- 
posed quotas by a certain 
percentage producers would 
be paid only $10 per 100 kilos. 


The six agreed on setting 


the milk price in the com- 
munity at $9.75 per 100 kilos 
milk with a 3.7 % fat content. 


Last January the six agreed 


on a "balanced package deal" 
that included agreement on 
a single farm policy, iL> joint 
financing and a customs union 
to be simultaneously intro- 
duced with the single fnrm 
policy July 1, 1968. But West 
Germany and H o l l a n d in- 
sisted that this package deal 
hinge on agreed bids on in- 
dustrial and farm products 
in the world trade talks. 


Talks Limited 


So far the Common Market 


negotiating team at the Ken- 
nedy round talks in Geneva 
has had incomplete directives, 
m a i n l y covering industrial 
products. The Kennedy round 
was made possible by the U.S. 
Congress passing the Trade 
Expansion Act which expires 
in July next year. 


The Trade Expansion Act 


called for parallel negotia- 
tions on Industrial and agri- 
cultural products. U.S. sules 
of farm products to the com- 
munity now run at some $1.6 
billion dollars a year. 


As a trade group, the 


Common Market has become 
an 
increasingly important 


customer for U.S. Agricultu- 
ral products and received 21% 
of total U.S. farm exports in 
1965. 


Total costs of the Common 


Market's farm policy will run 
into billions of dollars.

shoes, and a variation called 
washer horseshoes.

The summer program I s 


designed so tnat almost each 
week the youngsters hold a 
championship playoff in each 
activity.

and people, he pointed out. 
The disease in people is 
sailed undulant fever.

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A New War Crisis

The correspondent speculates 
that-should captive U.S. pilots be tried as 
war criminals, it might provoke U.S. re- 
taliation, possibly in the form of a -punitive 
invasion. Ho implies that Moscow now is 
saying it is tip to the United States—alone— 
whether a terribly dangerous war crisis 
comes to a head. The Soviet government 
trjes to .push the idea that it cannot advise 
Hanoi what to do with respect to the war 
crimes threat. 


% . But Hanoi probably is aware of the con- 
cent. It has an escape hatch if It chouses 
to use it, and can edge away from the 
threat. For example, there have been mass 
public rallies in Hanoi and Haiphong in the 
past few days to support the war effort. At 
none of these did speakers or slogans men- 
tion the captive pilots or the threatened 
trials. It would seem logical that such ral- 
lies would be u s e d to lay propaganda 
groundwork if such trials were In the offing. 


The war crimes issue, in fact, seems 


directly related to a major impasse block- 
ing the path to peace talks. By making the 
threat, the Hanoi government brings to the 
world's attention the contention that U.S. 
air raids on North Viet Nam violate inter- 
national law. 


* 
Publicly, Hanoi gives the impression in 


Its propaganda that it will not retreat from 
its all-or-nothing stand that all Americans 
must leave Soutli Viet Nam before there 
can be any talk of peace. 


In private, there seems to be a differ- 


ence in emphasis. Hanoi has told various 
peace-seeking diplomats it will not consid- 
er, an approacli to a conference table un- 
less the United States stops bombing North 
Viet Nam—unconditionally, without any de- 
mand for concessions from Hanoi. 


A suggestion that this was a primary 


source of deadlock appeared in a statement 
by Canadian Foriegn Secretary Paul Mar- 
tin, reporting on a peace mission to Hanoi 
by special envoy Chester Ronning. 


Martin said that on the basis of private 


discussions, Hanoi wanted "a permanent 
and unconditional cessation of ail bombing 
and other acts of \yar" against North Viet- 
namese territory, as if Hanoi were more 
concerned.these days, about its own back- 
yard than about the South. 


"This," said Martin, "is. one of the ele- 


ments in a letter which President Ho Chi 
Minh addressed to the (Canadian) Prime 
Minister on January 23, and in the absence 
of which the government of North Viet Nam 
does, not appear prepared to envisage a po- 
litical solution." 


* 
Martin saw a relation between the 


bombing issue and "whatever moves it 
may be pdssible to make toward an even- 
tual settlement." The U.S. position is (hat 
the bombing of Ndrth Viet Nam will stop if 
Hanoi halts dispatch of its troops and other 
direct aid to the Viet Cong. 


Somewhere, here, from all the confu- 


sion and debate whirling about the threat 
to try the U.S. pilots, may be the beginning 
of a new phase in the search for peace. 
There have been indications all along that 
Ho Chi MInh's regime had been listening 
to various peace missionaries. 


China remains a brake on the peace 


machinery. It persistently -calls any move 


toward talks a plot by 
Americans and Rus- 
sians. Its hammering, 
indeed, h a s so af- 
fected

parently, as to give Peking a measure of 
influence over Soviet decisions. On tjie sur- 
face, Hanoi, too, could influence Moscow 
decisions. It holds a potent weapon in the 
threat of the war crimes trial. Should 
North Viet Nam 
go through 
with this, 


chances for peace approaches could be 
wrecked for a long time, and a far more 
serious world situation likely would devel- 
op. Hanoi's handling of the issue, however, 
docs have some marks of an international 
propaganda show to dramatize its position. 
Propaganda already has pictured U.S. cap- 
tives as humbly penitent. Statements at- 
tributed to the captive pilots are so full of 
communist cliches that they suggest au- 
thorship by the communists themselves. 


If it chooses. Hanoi already has the 


way opened for a planned retreat from the 
war crimes issue. The captive pilots then 
would appear, in the long-run, to have 
been pawns in a campaign to draw world 
attention to Hanoi's position on peace talks 
and perhaps direct pressure on the United 
States to make a conciliatory move. 


The Great Young Kansan 


There is a reflected pleasure in realiz- 


ing that a neighbor boy has become world 
famous. 


That is the feeling in Nebraska over 


.lim Ryun, the marvelous 19-year-old dis- 
tance runner from Wichita. Kansas. 


As everyone now knows this gifted lad 


Just set a new world's record, running 
the mile in three minutes and 51.3 seconds. 
He shaved 2.3 s e c o n d s off the previous 
world record set last year by Michael 
.lazy, a 30-year-old Frenchman. It was a 
feat that greatly shaded Britain's Roger 
Bannister, the first man to do the mile in 
formal competition in A minutes. 


Ryun is a student at Kansas University. 


a God fearing, modest, dutiful lad who still 
has ahead of him his best running years. 
He is a boy that every mother would be 
proud to claim as her own. 


Ryun himself is not greatly impressed 


by his feat. He says lie will not run the 
mile any more this year. Rather he looks 
forward to a vacation from the daily early 
morning training g r i n d . Naturally a 19- 
year-old boy has many other things to du 
in the summer time than run for world rec- 
ords, and he wishes to get at some of them. 


When he broke the world's mile record 


the other day he said. "All of us in the 
race were determined to run our personal 
best." This was a fine and honest state- 
ment. It gave full station to his rivals. 


Ryun does not believe his record will 


stand long. Someone will break it as better 
bodies and better training p r e v a i l . We 
don't doubt that. He will probably break 
it himself when he reaches his prime. But 
for most of us it is an untouchable feat. 


"Boxing Is Dead/7 Dempsey 


Jack Dempsey. back in Mannassa, 


Colorado, his boyhood home, for a celebra- 
tion in his honor, after -10 years of absence, 
expressed the opinion that boxing is dead 
and will never be revived. 


Said Dempsey, "There is no t r a i n i n g 


ground for boxers. The small clubs where 
they once learned have gone with the wind. 


"Other professional s p o r t s now pay 


more. Today the good athletes go for foot- 
ball, basketball, hockey or baseball." 


In the old days, boxing was a poor 


man's game—a hard one, but it offered a 
good living and sometimes a fortune to the 
disadvantage^ fellow. 


This is indeed correct. In fact all pro- 


fessional sport is a way up for the poor 
man—the great hole in the. fence for the 
fellow who most needs it. In recent years 
football and baseball have been the great 
way out for the disadvantaged. Football of- 


fers a cheap college education, and to the 
biggest and the best a well paid profession- 
al career. Basketball offers the same ad- 
vantages and to a lesser degree, so does 
baseball. 


The colleges, perhaps inadvertently, 


have contributed mightily to social adjust- 
ment. Perhaps they started out in athletics 
to give a physical outlet for their students 
and to heighten school spirit but they cre- 
ated something much bigger than that. 


In his youth Dempsey was a mighty 


prize fighter. At 71 he is now far removed 
from the panic. But he knows as any dis- 
advantagfd, poverty-ridden boy. that box- 
ing opened a new and better life for him. 
He knows whereof lie speaks and we are 
inclined to believe him that boxing died 
of a disease of its own roots rather than 
at the hands of those who opposed it for 
other reasons. 


Question Of Standing 


The inventiveness of a court that does 


not wish to handle a "hot" case seems to 
have been well illustrated recently when 
the World Court refused to hear, on its 
merits, the issue between Ethiopia and Li- 
beria against Southwest Africa. 


The plaintiffs aimed the issue at that 
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part of Africa where the interracial prob- 
lem has become very deep. It specifically 
hit at the Republic of South Africa which 
it alleged had contravened the mandate 
for Southwest Africa 
established some 


years ago by the League of Nations. Tho 
plaintiffs held that the United Nations as 
a successor organization to the League of 
Nations was bound to the obligations of tlu> 
mandate. Moreover, the World Court, being 
a creature oi the I'nited Nations, was tht-rt-- 
fore bound to hear the Issue on its merits. 
This was accompanied by several other re- 
lated questions but it alone was sufficient 
to iljnstrate the taste of the court for an 
explosive social and political issue. 


The outcome reminds one of our own 


famous Dred Scott decision prior to the 
Civil War. The U.S. Supreme Court ducked 
this one by refusing the appellant "stand- 
ing." But the World Court went a little 
farther than tlf.it. It conceded sufficient 
standing to Ethiopia and Liberia to bring 
the action, but not sufficient standing to 
demand a decision. The question of the 
mandate was not heard. This may seem to 
the average layman as a pretty tortured 
position. But considering Great 
Britain's 


difficulty with Rhodesia and South Africa's 
practice of apartheid it docs seem that any 
other decision brought forward by the 
World Court might have provoked a crisis 
far more serious than any good that could 
have come from a decision. There arc 
limes when super caution is better Uian su- 
per courage.

Giovanni Cassini. one of 


the most important of the 
earlier students of the tele- 
scope even though he is not 
well known today, was born 
in 1C25 In a part of the King- 
dom of Savoy which is now 
southern France. 


He became a brilliant stu- 


dent of mathematics and as- 
tronomy at the Jesuit Uni- 
versity in Genoa. When he 
was only 23 he was appoint- 
ed professor of astronomy 
at Bologna. This university 
was then the most eminent 
in Italy and was one of the 
most famous schools in Eu- 
rope. 


Cassini Immediately began 


a systematic program of ob- 
servation and study of the 
planets, especially of their 
s a t e l l i t e s . Including the 
earth's moon and the moons 
of the other planets. 
,, .,., ... 


His reputation spread over 


the continent. A few years 
after he began this work he 
was appointed the first di- 
rector of the Observatory of 
Paris, a great institution 
founded under the auspices 
of "le grand 
monarque." 


Louis XIV. A few years lat- 
er he was made a subject of 
the French king, changing 
his nationality. 


One interesting thing about 


this observatory and Cas- 
sini's connection with it was 
that after he died Cassini's 
son became the director, and 
so it continued for t w o 
more generations. The ob- 
servatory had a Cassini as 
head for a century. 


Most of Giovanni Cassini's 


important work was d o n e 
while he was head of the 
observatory and while using 
its facilities. 


He made many 
famous 


discoveries. Among t h e m 


were four of the satellites of 
Saturn and the discovery of 
the double nature of the 
rings of Saturn. In the famil- 
iar photographs of the planet 
the rings, are divided by an 
apparently.clear (or clearer) 
space which is known as the 
"division of Cassini." 


Cassini also discovered ilie 


eighth satellite 
of 
Jupiter 


which was named lapetus. 


Earlier he had been the 


first to figure out the period 
of Jupiter's rotation — that 
is. the Jovian "day" — and 
had 
observed 
the 
transit 


across the face of Jupiter of 


that planet's satellites. This 
was 
then 
a tremendously 


difficult job because Jupiter 
is so big and the satellites 
by comparison are so small. 
He also made studies of the 
Martian and V e n u s i a n 
"days," but these have.been 
radically changed by newer 
discoveries. 


Cassini also drew accurate 


and detailed charts of the 
moon showing the craters., 
mares and mountains more 
clearly than had ever been 
done before. 


Giovanni Cassini died in 


1712.

ming, are available in most 
urban communities. T h e r e 
are always parks with climb- 
ing and o t h e r gymnastic 
equipment. Given the space 
to play in. children can or- 
ganize t h e i r own running 
games. 


Older children should lake 


the initative ,in maintaining 
their own well being and in 
their own physical develop- 
ment. They alone can con- 
trol their diet adequately. 
However, without some adult 
supervision and control girl.";

Declarer was Helen Sobel, 


who played the hand many 
years ago. She won the club 
lead with the ace and now de- 
duced that East had the A-K 
of spades alone! 


Acordingly, she led the 


three of spades and had no 
trouble making four notrump 
as a result of her brilliant 
deduction. 


The question is how Mrs. 


S o b e l was able to tell at 
t r i c k one that the A-K of 
spades could be driven out 
without wasting a high card 
cr without using up valuable 
entries to dummy for spade 


leads toward the Q-J. 


When the logic behind the 


spade play at trick two is 
examined, it is found to be 
extremely sound. 


East had to have the king 


of hearts and A-K of spades 
for his opening bid. Only 14 
high-card points were mis- 
sing altogether. 


It was very unlikely that 


West had as many as two 
hearts, because he would 
surely have preferred to lead 
partner's suit in preference 
to his own, which was 10-x-x- 
x at best. Therefore, West 
had a singleton or a void in 
hearts. 


Hoxvevor, West could not 


really be void of hearts. If 
he were, he would have had 
some five-card suit, and If he 
had one, he would surely 
have led it in preference to 
a four-card suit (as indicated 
by the deuce lead). Hence 
West 
had 
precisely 
one 


heart. 


The inevitable consequence 


of this conclusion was that 
West's d i s t r i b u t i o n was 
4-4-4-1. 


And since West had four 


spades, it followed that East 
had only two. It likewise fol- 
lowed that these two were 
the A-K, if East's opening bid 
was to be believed. 


To lead a club or a dia- 


mond in order to enter dum- 
my would either cost a trick 
or use up a valuable entry. 
So Mrs. Sobel saved her 
strength and led a low spade 
at trick two.

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GEIBER6ER WINS PGA TITLE 
... Thermometer-Thin Qolfer Rallies From Hacker Role 


Gary Player Gets Ready

Akron, Ohio — Thermometer-thin Al Gcibergcr blazed 


to the PGA Golf Championship by four strokes Sunday al- 
though it wasn't as easy as the score looked because he 
started out like a weekend hacker before suddenly recover- 
ing the master's touch. 


Gcibergcr, who started out like be wai going to blow 


It by bogeylng three of the first four boles, came back to 
shoot a 36-36—72, for a total of 2W and an easy triumph 
over Dudley Wysong, who won the runner-up spot with a 72 
for 284. 


Despite that bad start, the skinny, 28-year-old Geiberger 


never was in trouble for the other leaders had the same 
trouble he had in trying to master the exacting 7,180-yard 
Firestone Country Club course. But in winning his first major 
golf title, Geiberger came on to close it like a champion. 


So did some others—but in their case it was too late. 


Arnold Palmer, who has been trying to win this one 10 
times, failed although he cracked par by two strokes with 
a 68. 


But that was only good enough for a total of 287— 


seven strokes off Geibergcr's winning total. At that same 
spot was the 54-year-old Sammy Snead, the leader for the 
first two rounds, who slipped to a 73. 


Even farther back came defending champion Dave 


Marr at 291 and one stroke back of him came the pre- 
tourney favorite, Jack Nicklaus at 292. 


Palmer paid the new champion a rare tribute. 
"He has an ideal temperament for this kind of course— 


he plays the same pace all the time. He dut-sn't get fired 
up and* he doesn't panic," Palmer said. 


"I remember I played with him in the final round of 


the American Classic here last year and I made a run at 
him. He didn't know I was there. Furthermore, he didn't 
care. 


"That burned me up." 
Geiberger was the only player in the original field of 


165 able to match the 35-35-70 par of the rugged, sun- 
baked Firestone course, long and demanding and called 
by Gary Player "the toughest in the world." 


Player, the little South African bidding for his second 


PGA title, fought a frustrating battle with sand traps—"I

thought I was in the Sahara Desert," he said — and fin- 


ished with a 73 for 286. He tied BUI Casper, the new U.S. 
Open title-holder, and Gene Littler, a former Open cham- 
pion, for third. 


But the loudest applause of the thousands gathered 


around the final green went to amazing, 54-year-old Sam 
Snead, whose flawless swing enabled him to lead through 
the first two rounds. 


Dog tired, limping badly from a muscle pull in his 


left hip, the Slammer from White Sulphur Springs, W.Va., 
knocked in a birdie putt of 15 feet on the final hole for a 
287. 


Gelberger's winning prize Is $25,000, the richest of his 


seven-year career on the tour. 


"I tried not to pay attention to the other players," 


Geiberger said afterwards. "If you do, this course will eat 
you alive." 


Earlier, the 6-foot-2V2 inch touring regular from Carl- 


ton Oaks, Calif., said it was impossible to steer the ball 
around the course. 


"You can't steer It—you can't baby it," he added. 


"You have to wind up and hit it." 


That's what he did when he carried a four-stroke lead

Then he 
reeled off five conventional pars, getting down in two from 
55 feet on the 12th. He bogeyed the 15th when his tee shot 
was buried in the sand and finished with three pars.

My own 
c h i 1 d . h .0 o d recollections 
of ptories of cowboys. Indians 
and yrild buffaloes did nothing 
to dispel the apprehension 
Which suddenly engulfed me. 
I had visions of my ambitions 
of .six gorious months in the 
"states".being shattered with- 
out .trace. I even considered 
catching the next bus back to 
New'.York. 


The . day I arrived in Lin- 


coln—B\ome five months ago 
—was tvtody and cold. It was 
just below zero—a little chilly 
for Neil raskans, but almost 
lethal for me. I struggled to- 
wards tho University campus 
and at la\«t found .the foreign 
ttudent oftlce In the Admini- 
stration Bn Hdinrg. 


"Welcome to the University 


of Nebraska," said, the for- 
eign student adviser enthusias- 
tically as isqon as .1 had 
thawed oat .enough to fi e a r 
again. She fallowed this greet- 
ing by a.nirmber of eager 
questions abdut me, my fam- 
ily and the life I had led be- 
fore coming ttt- the USA; then 
she started telling me about 
the University, at the s a m e 
time weighing be down with 
leaflets on ,eveirything f r o m 
hints on how to study to ad- 
vice on repelling unwanted 
visitors.

I was soon receiving yet an-

other country.'" he said, "You 
must c o m e down to our 
apartment som etime for 
a cup of tea." In spite of my 
nationality, 1 am not a iier- 
vent tea drinker, but 1 appre- 
ciated the thought all the 
same. 


I had not been in my room 


long before my rodmate ap- 
peared, along with several 
other students. I was won be- 
ing showered with enthusias- 
tic questions about the 
Beatles, fog. a man by the 
name of Jones who lived In 
Wales, the Queen, and many 
other topics. At the same 
time they made sure tint 1 
had everything I needed and 
supplied anything I lacked. 
One lent me a blanket, an 
other—r a t h e r Ingeniously 
—half a tube of toothpaste; 
yet another lent me his room 
mate's Sheets! The entire eve- 
ning was taken up with my 
first experience of a "bull- 
session." and by the end of 
the day I found myself with 
a whole host of new friends. 


So ended my first day in 


Nebraska, and so died an il- 
lusion. Nebraskans. I found, 
were very different from the 
hicks and cowboys w h i c h 
had been described to me. In 
stead, I found them almost 
embarassingly friendly, well- 
informed and interested in <aU 
th&t goes'on around .them. 


My experience since t h e n 


has only confirmed this im- 
pression. Whether it is an es- 
pecially helpful store mana- 
ger, a cheerful assistant in the 
parcels department of the Post 
Office, or my uncle Dick out 
in S c o 11 s b 1 u f f, the'same 
warmth—you might almost 
say "heat"—of friendliness al- 
ways prevails. 


The terrible tragedy of all 


this is that nobody outside this 


It seems almost astonishing 
that in a nation where every- 
thing is put to its fullest use, 
Nebraska has neglected to 
rake advantage of what must 
be one of its greatest re- 
sources. 


In a world In which it is the 


rule, not the exception, to be 
mean to one's fellow humans, 
there rauit "be millions who 
would travel hundreds of miles 
to have someone be friendly 
to them for a change. Just 
think of the therapeutic effect 
of half a dozen charming Ne- 
braskans OD a group of har- 
rassed and haggard New York 
or Chicago businessmen. In 
this benign a t m o s p h e r e 
estranged families could be 
reunited, and Nebraska could 
provide a challenge'to Neva- 
da's divorce business. Interna- 
tional leaders could meet In 
Nebraska and, under Its Influ- 
ence, sign lavish treaties'for 
thousands of years of peace. 


Passing tourists could stop 


at roadside stalls and buy cans 
of vacuum-packed "Nebraska- 
lity" (this might be one of the 
terms created by "businessmen 
to describe this asset). And 
specially equipped t an k e r's 
could rush it in large quanti- 
ties to hostile countries. 


Population \Vould Blossom 
In the meantime hotels could 


serve dinners spiced with the 
essence of Nebraskality and 
the state's population would 
suddenly blossom again as 
thousands of people moved in 
from all over the country to 
be permanently under this in- 
fluence. 


UhfortunateJy these ideas 


may never be brought into ef- 
fect—and if any of them were. 
Nebraska would spontaneous- 
ly lose much of its charm. Be- 
sides, I think I want to keep 
my discovery to myself, and 
in years to come to be able to 
seek refuge here, from the 
frustrations of trying to fol- 
low a business career in Eng- 
land.

groes who not long ago simply 
disappeared in the maze of 
shabby, unpainted w o o d e n 
houses whenever a policeman 
walked past. 


"Turn on the water." yelled 


another boy. A portable show- 
er with two n o z z l e s was 
attached to the nearest hy- 
drant and the c h i l d r e n 
swarmed around. 


Door-to-Door Policy 


The scene was one repeated 


many times in eight predomi- 
nately Negro pockets of pov- 
erty in Atlanta where men of 
the crime prevention bureau 
are on duty, carrying out a 
door-to-door policy of getting 
to know people. 


But Vine City was some- 


thing special. The estimated 
6.000 persons crowded in an 
area roughly seven b l o c k s 
square 
near the downtown 


section were faced with mosl 
of the perplexing racial prob- 
lems disturbing c i t i e s in 
many parts of the nation. 


Exponents of "black pow- 


er." nonviolence, v o t i n g 
rights, better housing, higher 
paying jobs and e d u c a t i o n 
proclaimed their views to all 
who would listen these past 
few months. 


There were marches and 


picketing and streets blocked 
temporarily, but no violence. 


Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., 


long an advocate of nonvio- 
lence, toured the area early 
this year and said living con- 
ditions were the worst he had 
ever seen.

A sound truck operated by 


the Student Nonviolent Co- 
ordinating C o m m i t t e e 
/(SNCC). whose s l o g a n is 
"black power," went through 
the area this month with the 
loudspeaker blaring: "W h a t 
Qias your white Jesus done for

With the French economy 


on a high plateau although 
the rate of growth had been 
flattened out in recent years, 
the trend of French stock 
prices on the Paris bourse 
has been downward since 1962.

governmental policies In 1964. 
These choked off the rate of 
business investment In capi- 
tal goods — new technologi- 
cal facilities. These were Im- 
posed at a time when the In-

U.S.A.. the Common Market 
countries and rlscwhere were 
booming. 


Since December, the new 


Finance Minister started to 
relax the controls somewhat 
and French stock prices start- 
ed to rally sharply, but the 
upturn did not hold. One ex- 
planation is t h a t

missed the boat, giving stimu- 
lus to the domestic economy 
at this late stage at a time 
when elsewhere the b o o m 
began to flatten out. 


Nevertheless, the new more 


l i b e r a l regulations are ex- 
pected to have beneficial long 
term effects, such as encour- 
aging liquid savings at the 
commercial banks, enabling 
them to make longer term 
loans to industry and thus 
ending the stagnation in capi- 
tal goods expansion. 


Another d e t e r r e n t lo 


enthusiasm for French stocks 
has been the decline in the 
profit margins of corporations 
reflecting the i m p a c t of 
government price fixing at 
a time when labor costs have 
been expanding more rapidly 
than the annual Improvement 
in productivity. 


Top management lias been 


trying to meet the squeeze 
through a flood of industrial 
mergers. This move in ma- 
chinery, chemicals and metals 
is intended to create units 
of sufficient magnitude to sur- 
vive as competition becomes 
tougher as French tariffs are 
reduced. The proponents of 
corporate consolidations ex- 
pect cost reduction through 
the economics of quantity pro- 
duction and from the ability 
of big enterprises to expend 
large sums on research and 
development. 


While such benefits 
will 


eventually be reached, some 
spokesmen for industry point 
out that heavy short term 
costs are met through exces- 
sive top management person- 
nel after mergers and some 
overlapping of plant facilities.

enthusiasm for French stocks 
by making speeches against 
f o r e i g n 
expropriation of 


French treasure. In addition, 
French taxation favors the 
French stockholder in reten- 
tion of dividends as against 
the foreign owner, giving him 
a higher effective return on 
his investment.
